The  elections  committee  hand- 
les freshmen  and  general  student- 
body  elections,  and  balloting  for 
all  other  elections.  The  committee 
also  orients  candidates  as  to  their 
responsibilities  and  makes  sure 
election  rules  are  followed  as  set 
up  in  the  ASBYU  Constitution. 

The  responsibility  of  seeing 
that  elections  are  held  and  giving 
the  studentbody  the  opportunity 
to  elect  the  best  qualified  candi- 
dates is  also  given  to  the  elections 
committee. 

Since  freshman  elections  get 
underway  Oct.  8 and  9 the  dead- 
line for  applications  is  Tuesday. 

Although  the  major  work  for 
the  committee  comes  with  the 
studentbody  elections  in  the 
spring  the  committee  works 
throughout  the  year  to  make  the 
elections  more  effecient. 


There  were  665  students  noti- 
fied that  they  would  not  be  allow- 
ed to  drive  on  campus  this  year 
because  of  previous  violations 
received. 

THIS  YEAR  traffic  violations 
will  be  run  on  a point  system 
reaching  a maximum  height  of 
200  points.

Parking  permits 
will  be  needed  on  all  cars  that  are 
parked  in  on-campus  housing 
lots.  Bikes  must  be  license^  and 
parked  ih  racks.

House  Orders 
Investigation 
Of  Department 

Washington  (AP)-A  Congress- 
ional investigation  of  the  Justice 
Department,  spurred  by  com- 
plaints made  by  the  Teamsters 
Union,  was  ordered  Tuesday  by 
the  House  Judiciary  Committee. 

But  Chairman  Emanuel  Celler, 
D-N.Y.,  said  he  will  do  his  best 
to  see  that  the  inquiry  does  not 
touch  on  the  case  of  Teamsters 
President  James  R.  Hoffa,  whose 
conviction  on  jury-tampering 
charges  is  awaiting  appeal. 

The  Teamster  Union  has  been 
exerting  heavy  pressure  on  com- 
mittee members  since  Hoffa’s 
conviction  last  spring.  It  charged 
the  Justice  Department  and 
former  Atty.  Gen.  Robert  F.  Ken- 
nedy with  violating  Hoffa’s  con- 
stitutional rights  by  spying  on 
him  and  his  attorneys  and  wit- 
nesses during  the  trial  in  Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. 

Although  the  Resolution  order- 
ing the  investigation  made  no 
mention  of  Hoffa,  Celler  told 
newsmen,  “This  might  be  called 
the  Hoffa  Resolution.  Nobody 
asked  for  it  except  those  involved 
with  the  Teamster  Union.  It  it 
had  not  been  for  their  agitation, 
there  would  be  no  investigation.” 

The  resolution  was  approved  by 
a vote  of  20  to  13,  with  12  Re- 
publicans and  8 Democrats  favor- 
ing it  and  1 Republican  and  12 
Democrats  opposing  it. 

It  was  offered  by  Rep.  William 
M.  McCulloch,  R-Ohio,  as  a sub- 
stitute for  one  that  specifically 
called  for  an  investigation  of 
Hoffa’s  case  and  set  a time  for 
the  investigation  to  be  completed. 

No  time  is  mentioned  in  Mc- 
Culloch’s resolution,  and  celler 
indicated  he  will  be  in  no  hurry 
to  begin.  He  noted  that  most  of 
the  members  will  be  busy  cam- 
paigning until  election  day.  Aut- 
hority for  the  investigation  wiU 
expire  with  the  seating  of  a new 
Congress  next  January. 

Celler  also  said  he  will  oppose 
any  attempt  to  include  pending 
cases  in  the  investigation,  al- 
though an  attempt  to  write  such 
a ban  into  the  resolution  was  de- 
feated 17  to  16.  The  effort  was 
aimed  at  blocking  action  on  the 
Hoffa  case,  which  is  due  to  be 
heard  in  appellate  court  in  Dec- 
ember.

He  said  his  administration 
would  help  the  poor,  the  helpless 
and  the  oppressed  of  the  nation 
through  a program  of  medical 
care  for  the  aged  under  social 
security,  through  strengthened 
unemployment  compensation  and 
minimum  wages,  and  through 
fair,  just  and  equal  opportunity 
for  all  Americans. 


“We  will  do  all  these  things  be- 
cause we  love  people  instead  of 
hate  them,”  Johnson  said,  depart- 
ing from  his  prepared  text,  “be- 
cause we  have  faith  in  America, 
not  fear  of  the  future,  because 
you  are  strong  men  of  vision  in- 
stead of  frightened  crybabies:  be. 
cause  you  know  it  takes  a man 
who  loves  his  country  to  build  a 
house  in  instead  of  a raving,  rant- 
ing, demagogue  who  wants  to 
tear  down  one.”

This  conclusion  was  reached  by 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads  Experts 
in  an  accident  study  released 
Tuesday. 

The  report  challenges  a widely 
accepted  theory  that  the  chances 
of  an  accident  increase  in  pro- 
portion to  the  rate  of  speed.  In- 
stead, the  Bureau  said,  the  key 
factor  is  the  difference  between 
a vehicle’s  speed  and  the  average 
speed  of  other  traffic  moving  in 
the  same  direction. 

Thus,  the  example  of  auto- 
mobiles traveling  40  and  80  miles 
per  hour  carries  the  assumption 
that  the  average  speed  is  60. 

The  research  was  carried  out 
primarily  on  two  and  four-lane 
highways  through  rural  areas. 

The  study  indicates  that  the 
chances  for  an  accident  of  a car 
going  at  20  would  be  sharply 
higher  than  either  the  40  m.p.h. 
or  the  80  m.p.h.  vehicle. 

The  death  rate  is  highest  at 
very  high  speeds,  but  it  was 
found  that  the  lowest  fatality  rate 
was  at  average  speeds 

Other  conclusions  in  the  report 
included: 

Automobile  drivers  under  age 
25  and  over  65  are  more  likely  to 
be  involved  in  accident  than  other 
drivers. 

The  accident  rate  for  automobil 
drivers  is  three  times  higher  than 
the  rate  of  drivers  of  large  trucks 
at  night,  but  there  is  little  differ- 
ence between  the  two  groups 
during  the  day. 

Older,  low-powered  a u t o- 
mobiles  were  involved  in  accid- 
ents more  often  than  newer, 
high-powered  cars. 

Almost  half  of  all  accident  in- 
volved either  rear-end  collisions 
or  sideswipes  Involving  two  cars 
moving  in  the  same  direction. 

At  high  speeds,  a larger  pro- 
portion of  accidents  involved  only 
one  vehicle.

Utah  base  at  4:30  p.m.,  Tuesday. 

THE  SECRETARY  was  flying 
back  to  Washington  from  San 
Francisco  in  a C-140. 

The  Air  Force  spokesman  said 
the  plane  had  “minor  mechanical 
trouble”  in  the  landing  gear 
system— not  the  engines — and 
that  no  trouble  was  encountered 
upon  the  landing. 

But  he  said  Rusk  and  his  aides 
would  stay  overnight  and  take 
another  plane  back  to  Washing- 
ton early  in  the  morning,  instead 
of  his  originally  scheduled  arrival 
time  in  Washington  of  midnight 
tonight.
